‘The children of all ages secretly long for greater inte- 
gration into family life is something psychologists have 
known for a long time. One way in which a child can be 
made to feel a real part of the home, and at the same time 
be allowed to meet the adult world on his own terms, is 
an interest in his art. 

All children love to paint. It has nothing to do with 
“talent.’”’ They live in a colorful world of their own, and 
if given the opportunity will express, with delightful 
freedom and absolute sincerity, the pictures that make up 
their own imaginative lives. 


Show off their masterpieces 


Did you ever realize that your child’s picture can be 
hung, suitably framed, not in an v .4sed back hall out of 
sight, but in any room of the house? Try it sometime, and 
see what happens. Its unimhibited color and free-flowing 
design will give unusual sparkle and interest to a room, 
no matter what its function. It is likely, in fact, to become 
a conversation piece. 

If you realize that in encouraging your child to create, 
you are helping him to a fuller life, you won’t throw away 
his paintings or bury them in a closet. You will under-

“That alone is worth fifty 
times what it costs. Another 
Memo Pack at the telephone 
saves us frantic running for 
something-to-write-on during 
a dozen calls a week.” 
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Mrs. Mueller puts it this way: 
“The first and most important 
step in teaching any art is to take 
away the child’s fear. After that, 
his imagination will be released.” 

The main objective of teaching 
a child to paint is not to make an 
artist out of him. It is rather to give 
him a means of expressing himself 
and to provide tangible evidence of 
his creativity. 

Although some children natu- 
rally choose definite subjects, most 
of them love nonobjective art even 
more, and are capable of creating 
abstractions of a quality experi- 
enced adult painters can hardly 
equal. As we all know from other 
activities, a child instinctively 
eliminates details and stresses es- 
sentials. So also in his art. 

Defining modern art 

Mrs. Mueller says she often 
hears, “‘Daddy, Mother, and my 
teacher at school hate ‘modern 
art’.”’ Then she asks the child, 
*“What is ‘modern art’?”’ The child 
will invariably point to a doodle or 
design. 

She asks him, ‘‘Why do you like 
a sunset? Is it because of the beauty 
of color and design made by the 
clouds, or is it just because the sun 
is setting?”’ 

As a matter of fact, of course, 
nonobjective art has existed for 
centuries. Compare an ancient 
Chinese fret with a Twentieth 
Century child’s painting. The 
similarities are amazing. 

You cannot expect your child to 
paint like an old master when at 
home his kitchen is modern art, 
out on the highways the cars are 
modern art, and overhead in the 
sky Whe airplanes are also modern 
art.}irt is always timely. 


Art isn’t a camera 

in Mrs. Muller’s classes, non- 
objective art is encouraged. Never 
does she arrange a flowerpot and a 
bunth of grapes for the class to 
copy. If they want to paint flower- 
pots, they must do so out of their 
heads. 

*‘Art is not merely a good repro- 
duction of an object,”’ she explains. 
“We must not put skill before ex- 
pression. Any¥ene cai learn to draw 
as he has learned to write script. 
It is a’ mechanical thing, and it 
takes practice. Art is not drawing 
perfectly any more than perfect 
grammar and syntax are litera- 
ture,’ Mrs. Mueller continued. 


Avoidset standards 

There are two villains in this 
story. One is the drawing books 
and the coloring sheets wherein all 
opportunity for original creativity 
is carefully eliminated. Remember, 
it does not matter what the child 
paints, nor how accurately. That 
comes later. It is rhythm and bal- 
ance we are after. 

The second is you, the parent. 
Unfortunately, a child paints to 
please you. At least, he does so at 
first. If you express dismay or be- 
wilderment at the child’s work, his 
total creativity is diminished—not 
just in painting, but in all endeav- 
ors. You should treat the child as 
an individual and an adult. Praise 
the paintings that he does, even if 
you don’t understand their mean- 
ing for him. 


Better than words 


The main instrument of praise is 
to permit the paintings to be hung 
in the home. Once when Mrs. 
Mueller worked in the slums, a 
man bought 30 of the children’s 
paintings. He had them expensive- 
ly matted and framed, and then in- 
vited the pupils to his home to see 
them. They went in a large truck. 
The children wept with delight 
when they saw their paintings go 
beautifully displayed. 


No chance for lessons? 


If a child cannot attend a class, 
he can paint at home. All you need 
do is provide 18x24” sheets of 
construction paper in assorted col- 
ors, a set of poster paints (start 
with primary colors and black and 
white, adding others as the child 
grows), bristle brushes in 1’, 14”, 
and 14” sizes, a cup of water for 
rinsing brushes, and your uncritical 
encouragement. 

To vary the project, substitute 
pieces of newspaper for paper, or 
get a book of wallpaper samples 
and use the blank back of the pa- 
per for his paintings. 

Ink may sometimes be used in 
conjunction with paint, and a 
spoon instead of a brush. 

The only guidance ever neces- 
sary is occasionally a word or two 
to promote better composition and 
balance. For instance, if a child 
has used a lot of yellow in the up- 
per left, it may be pointed out that 
some of the same color could be 
used to advantage in the lower 
right. 

But, if he wants to paint a tree 
with purple leaves, don’t tell him 
that all leaves are green. His, ob- 
viously, aren’t. 

Give it place of honor 

When the painting is finished to 
the child’s satisfaction, receive it 
with ceremony, and help him hang 
it somewhere in the house. Don’t 
limit this to his own room, al- 
though a board on one of his walls 
may be a good place to thumbtack 
current pictures that are not to be 
formally framed. 

One family in Pasadena asked 
their young daughter to do a 
mural for their den. Another fami- 
ly is proud of a large painting of 
abstract horses done by their 11- 
year-old; it hangs over the fire- 
place. In any home, there is at 
least one wall that can be used for 
the display of a child’s latest artis- 
tic endeavor. 


Seeing with imagination 

More important than helping in 
the decoration of his home, how- 
ever, is the release of the child’s 
imagination. It cannot be over- 
emphasized. And painting trains 
him to see rather than merely to 
look. He learns to see beauty in a 
drop of paint in a jar of water, 
gasoline in a puddle, design in 
cracks of concrete, in peeling 
paint, in rocks and tree trunks. 

A 5-year-old who had been 
painting with Mrs. Mueller for 
several months walked into the 
kitchen while her mother was 
scraping the crumbs out of a cake 
pan. “Stop, Mother,’ she ex- 
claimed excitedly, “look at the 
beautiful design you are making!”

PYain dirt gardener

Maggie and I slushed out in snow to see how our shrubs are taking winter. 
They're O.K. Roses are killed back considerably, but still alive at soil 


Jan. I I was going to begin the 
new year by fixing the family’s 
breakfast. 

Maggie was afraid I would do 
something like that. (She doesn’t 
like my private-mix corn cakes.) 
So, she bustled to the kitchen and 
was going good before I got there. 

One reason she got to the kitch- 
en ahead of me is that I ran down 
to the basement to contemplate 
our amaryllis bulbs. Yesterday, I 
had potted the three we now own. 
I watered sparingly, for too much 
water at beginning isn’t good. 


Van. 2 \¢ looks as though both of 
Maggie’s African-violets have 
stopped blooming—just as they al- 
ways do about this time of year. 

I took one plant to the basement. 
Out to the toolshed to get a larger 
pot. Then I knocked this violet 
out of its pot, gentlelike, by tap- 
ping it upside down on the edge of 
my workbench, while I held the 
plant between my fingers. 

With some of the potting soil I 
had already mixed up, I replanted 
in the larger pot. 


Jan. 3 David finally found our 
little pussy-kitten. We heard it 
meowing last night but couldn’t 
find it. After dark tonight, David 
thought it sounded up in the air. 
He brought out the lantern flash- 
light and flashed it up. There was 
kitty on the roof, peering down. 

David and I got out our exten- 
sion ladder. Put it against the 
house. David climbed up while I 
braced the foot. He called “‘kitty, 
kitty,” and in a minute he had it. 


Van. 4 Gloxinias have been on my 
mind. These gorgeous flowers 
bloom in summer, but the dor- 
mant tubers can be planted in- 
doors now in pots or flats.

Jan. 6 Stayed downtown and to 
the monthly dinner meeting of our 


men’s rose club tonight. The speak- 
er had been detained and didn’t 
arrive. It was a good thing, be- 
cause we spent most of the evening 
arguing over ways and means of 
getting backsliding members to at- 
tend more meetings. 


Jan. 7 For a week, Scratch, the 
family bowwow, has been gone. 
This afternoon, he came _ back 
home. The hair was worn nearly 
off around his neck. He has been 
tied up somewhere, apparently. 
Something is wrong with his right 
eye. When David came home, he 
took one look at it, loaded Scratch 
in MY car—not his own—and took 
him to a veterinary hospital. 


Jan. & My first annual seeds of 
the year came in the mail today. 
There are some of those new pe- 
tunia seeds—the F-1 hybrids. I 
saw them in a trial garden last sum- 
mer. They produce a neat and uni- 
form plant, have bloom all summer 
long and unusually uniform colors. 
They all have Indian names 
Comanche (1953 All-America pe- 
tunia), Apache, Mohawk, Sioux, 
Redskin, and Paleface.

All-season plant food here 


The long-awaited one-shot lawn fertilizer becomes a 
fact this year. Now gardeners can give their grass a 
spring feeding that will last all season. 

This “‘super”’ plant food releases nitrogen at the rate 
grass needs it for growth. Yet, it dissolves so slowly that 
it cannot burn lawns. 

In extensive tests made during 1954, single applica- 
tions of 3 pounds to 100 square feet gave enough plant 
food to produce thick, vigorous, dark-green turf. 

Tests were run on Kentucky and Merion blue- 
grasses, bents, fescue, St. Augustine, and Bermuda. 
Results were also good on Dichondra, a groundcover 
used in California and other parts of the South. 

This new food will be available nationally in time 
for early application to old and new lawns. 


Fluoridation safe for plants 


City water with fluorides added to protect our teeth 
won’t affect our plants, say researchers at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 

Not more than 5 parts of fluorides to 1 million parts 
of water are added to domestic water supplies. Plants 
grow normally at concentrations as high as 50 parts 
per million, and show only slight injury at rates as 
high as 100 parts per million. : 


Johnson-grass control found 

















































Johnson grass, one of the South’s worst pests, can be 
controlled with cleaner’s naphtha, according to tests 
at Texas A & M College. 

For best results, the naphtha should be sprayed lib- 
erally on the grass, so that some of it soaks into the 
soil. Three such sprays will clean it out. When the 
naphtha evaporates, the soil can be replanted. 

Another material, called HCA for short, also looks 
like a good Johnson-grass control. Two or three ap- 
plications have killed it in field crops. 

Naphtha and HCA injure other plants as well as 
Johnson grass, so should be used for spot treatment, or 
on soils that can be taken out of use temporarily. 


Fungicide stops smog damage 


Here’s good news for smog areas. Research workers at 
Riverside, California, have found a simple way to re- 
duce smog damage to plants. 

They recommend protecting plants with a spray of 
ferbam, a common garden fungicide. Ferbam is avail- 
able under a variety of names at garden-supply centers. 

In the Los Angeles area alone, smog damage to 
plants costs over $1,000,000 a year. Unfortunately, 
healthy, vigorous plants seem to be injured most.

New highway to Old 


you need never worry about being 
stranded. An extra can of gas 
should be carried if you plan ex- 
tensive side trips. 

By the time you reach the out- 
skirts of Nogales, Sonora, a 3- 
minute drive, ‘typical’? Mexico is 
all about you. 

Most of the small towns along 
the way will have a cantina where 
you can purchase bottled bever- 
ages. Among the more interesting 
pueblos on the first day’s journey 
are Santa Rosalia, Santa Ana, and 
Magdalena, the latter a colonial 
town of 4,249 inhabitants that has 
a fair-size American colony. 

After dusty desert towns, Her- 
mosillo, Sonora’s contrasting state 
capital, comes as a surprise. Mag- 
nificent old cathedrals crowd in on 
modern state buildings. A swank 
country club points to the en- 
croachment of western civilization, 
while nearby the ancient market 
place symbolizes Sonorans’ defi- 
ance at this bid to modernize. 
Hermosillo, 176 miles from the 
border, is becoming a popular 
weekend vacation spot. 

You will discover that from 1 to 
3 p.m. (depending on the town), 
very little can be accomplished 
since most businesses close for a 
daily siesta. A family of four should 
not expect to pay more than 20 
pesos ($2.33) for a comfortable 
room with bath. Plush overnight 
sleeping quarters are also avail- 
able. Several modern highway 
motels have recently been erected. 
Prices range from $2 single to $3.50 
and up double. 


Accommodations reasonable 

It is safe to say that in any city 
along this route, you should be able 
to find adequate sleeping accom- 
modations at a maximum of $3 a 
night. Of course, you can pay 
more. Usually, it will never be 
necessary to pay more than 5 pesos 
(60 cents) for a meal, less for the 
children. You can supplement 
restaurant meals with fresh fruit 
from the markets, but never eat 
fruits you can’t peel. Drink only 
boiled or bottled purified waiter or 
bottled beverages. 

The price of gasoline is fairly 
constant, about 20 cents for a good 
grade. Approximately $35, includ- 
ing an oil change and lubrication 
job in Mexico City, will pay all 
transportation costs, not including 
auto repairs or extras. 

After a day in Hermosillo, you 
will be ready to move on to Guay- 
mas, 260 miles from Nogales on 
the Gulf of California. Guaymas 
is becoming a favorite play spot of 
American tourists. 

For families with trailers, two 
large beach courts offer parking, 
electricity, and bathhouse facilities 
for $1 a day. Citrus fruits can be 
purchased from nearby orchards, 
while fresh vegetables, eggs, and 
chickens are also available from the 
farmers or in the market place. 
With fresh seafood always at hand,

a family of four can live abundant- 
ly for $100 a month. Accommoda- 
tions can be found at several hotels 
in Guaymas. 

Highway skirts the desert 

The highway skirts the Yaqui 
Desert, which stretches from the 
gulf to the foothills of the Bacatete 
Mountains, 30 miles to the east. 
Eighty miles from Guaymas, you 
enter the amazing boom town of 
Ciudad Obregon, once a quiet lit- 
tle Indian village named Cajeme 
after a Yaqui chieftain. But an ir- 
rigation project on the Mayo, 
Yaqui, and El Fuerte rivers turned 
the desert into fertile farmland. 

This latent agricultural pros- 
perity has also extended 42 miles 
to the south to the city of Navojoa, 
center of leather crafts and weav- 
ing arts. 

The Spanish colonial town of 
Alamos is 33 miles to the east over 
a gravel road, but it is well worth 
the trip. At the time of the Spanish 
conquest, it was the center of a 
fabulous silver-mining industry. 
During the Eighteenth Century, it 
had a population of 25,000 and 
was the capital of two great states, 
including our own Arizona. Now 
it has fewer than 3,000 inhabitants, 
and its mines have long been 
closed. 

But the Mexican government 
has taken steps to preserve this little 
corner of old Spain. Alamos has 
been named a national shrine. 


Alamos is friendly 

Alamos is definitely primitive by 
our standards—with few sanitary 
facilities and water only two hours 
each day—but it has a quality of 
genuine friendship. And it has ad- 
equate accommodations. 

From Alamos, an enjoyable ex- 
cursion can be made to Agua Cal- 
iente, which means hot water. The 
trip is rough, but accessible by 
auto, although it takes more than 
an hour for the 17-mile drive. Hire 
an Indian boy in the plaza as a 
guide. For two pesos (24 cents), he 
will make your trip more enjoyable 
and assure you of getting there and 
back. He will guide you to a trop- 
ical paradise high on the banks of 
the Mayo River. Hot water bub- 
bles from the ground and runs 
down the rocks in tiny rivulets 
which join together. The Indians 
frequent Agua Caliente to take 
baths. 

Retrace your route to Navojoa 
and turn south on Mexico 15. A 
114-hour drive puts you in the 
state of Sinaloa. A half hour more, 
and you are in the city of Los 
Mochis, important for its sugar- 
cane industry. It is one of the rich- 
est agricultural areas in the entire 
republic. Winter-garden produce 
from Sinaloa has been shipped to 
the United States for years to bol- 
ster our off-season output. Don’t 
miss the market place here with its 
typical native charm. 

From Sinaloa, a trip to the gulf

It is a 
12-mile drive, but a long 12 miles 
considering the condition of the 
road. For the last half mile, you 
climb the graveled ledge of a steep 
hill which you descend on the op- 
nosite side into town, a fishing vil- 
lage built on sidehills and rocky 
cliffs that form walls of a harbor. 


Newest section of highway 


The 144 miles from Los Mochis 
south to Culiacan is the connecting 


link and last completed section of 


the highway, begun at both ends 
and worked toward the middle. 

Culiacan is a sparkling colonial 
city with a population of 49,000. It 
is a curious combination of past 
and present, with a delightful old- 
world atmosphere in its churches, 
buildings, and manners. Clean and 
comfortable accommodations are 
available at a reasonable price. 

As you start for the seaport city 


of Mazatlan, you will be aware of 


a gradual change in climate, scen- 
ery, and terrain. You are 130 miles 
north of the Tropic of Cancer, but 
already the vegetation is greener 
and thicker. 

Built on a rocky peninsula which

A trip to Mazatlan is not com- 
plete without a ride in the quaint 
aranas, two-wheeled horse-drawn 
cab, which will take you on a 
sight-seeing tour of the city for just 
a few pesos. A family of four will be 
able to find good accommodations 
in Mazatlan for 30 pesos ($3.50) 
and up. 

A 4-hour drive from Mazatlan 
will give you your first look at the 
tropics and introduce you to the 
fishing village of San Blas. About 
164 miles beyond Mazatlan is the 
junction with Mayarit State High- 
way 46, which branches west. The 
road climbs 1,000 feet before drop- 
ping down through a tropical won- 
derland of date-palm forests. The 
all-paved route provides a scenic 
23-mile drive from Highway 15 to 
the sleepy, thatched-hut village. 

San Blas—banana port, fishing 
village, unsophisticated resort town 
—is one of the best finds in all 
Mexico. Relatively few tourists 
have discovered the magic beauty 
of this Tahitian-like village. 

Headed east, you start into the 
mountain and high plateau region, 
typical of inland Mexico. By the 
time you reach Tepic, 23 miles 
from the junction of highways 15 
and 46, you have climbed to 3,000 
feet. This quaint city is the capital 
of the state of Mayarit, but you will 
probably spend only a little time 
here in order to reach Guadalajara 
by nightfall. 

Take time, however, to examine 
the volcanic lava flow near Tetit- 
lan, 50 miles beyond Tepic. The 
road has been cut through volcanic 
rock, exposing a great field of ob- 
sidian—a hard, black, semiprecious 
Stone used for ring and ornament 
settings. Excellent specimens may 
be found by the side of the road. 
Also worthy of a brief stop is the 
town of Tequila, home of the fa- 


mous Mexican drink by the same 
name. 
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Mexico’s second-largest city 

Guadalajara is Mexico’s second- 
largest city—population 500,000. 
Of special interest are the age-old 
arts of potterymaking and _ glass 
blowing. At the world-famous 
blue-glass factory, you can see mol- 
ten glass blown into prized dishes, 
and bowls in solid blue, 
green, amber, or amethyst. Don’t 
miss Tlaquepaque, a , 20-minute 
bus ride into the suburbs. It is the 
traditional home of the martachas, 
Mexico’s famed strolling singers. 

Of special interest is La Baranca, 
a miniature Grand Canyon with a 
1,600-foot gorge. It is only 6 miles 
from Guadalajara. Other sights in- 
clude many cathedrals—one near- 
ly 400 years old—in this “‘city of 
churches,” and inspiring murals by 
Mexico’s great artists. Many of the 
finest paintings are located in pub- 
lic buildings and at Guadalajara 
University. 

A 3-hour drive from Guadala- 
jara will put you in one of the most 
colorful and exciting regions to be 
found in Mexico, the land of the 
Tarascan Indians. These once 
mighty warriors ruled a vast em- 
pire. Later, they were defeated by 
the Spanish conquistadors under 
Cortez. They were driven from their 
homes around Lake Patzcuaro in- 
to the Sierra Highlands. 

Paved highways now reach many 
of these mountain villages where 
the natives remain unfriendly and 
aloof. Unyielding in their culture, 
they speak only their Indian dia- 
lects. Almost the whole of the 
mountain state of Michoacan is a 
veritable Tarascan kingdom. Side 
trips in this area should be planned 
carefully, as satisfactory accommo- 
dations are not available at most of 
the villages. Two of the more pop- 
ular trips are to Uruapan and Patz- 
cuaro. Both have good hotels. 


vases, 


A 47-mile climb 
To reach Uruapan, you leave 
Highway 15 at Carapan, approxi- 
mately 170 miles from Guadala- 


jara, and begin a 47-mile climb 


into the heart of the Tarascan em- 
pire. On all sides are large and 
small mountains, most of them of 
volcanic origin, as their craters in- 
dicate. The largest of these is ex- 
tinct Taretzuruan. 

Uruapan became a_ popular 
tourist destination as a base of op- 
erations to the famous Paricutin 
volcano. The now silent “‘monster,”’ 
which rose from a cornfield in 1943 
to obliterate two towns, no longer 
draws the steady stream of sight- 
seers. The only remains of the once 
teeming community of Paricutin is 
a church steeple. The trip should 
not be attempted without a guide. 

Perhaps the most colorful of all 
Tarascan cities is Patzcuaro, on 
the shores of the lake of the same 
name. In the melodious language 
of the Indians, this word means 
“place of delights.” On Friday, 
market day, are re-enacted the cus- 
toms and traditions of 1,000 years’ 
duration. Natives converge in the 
old central plaza. Mountain In- 
dians bring wood to trade for fish 
and garden produce of island fish- 
ermen and lakeshore farmers. 

To climax this tour of a lingering 
culture, you should take a launch

New highway 
to Old Mexico

to the village of Janitzio, ancient 
island stronghold on Lake Patz- 
cuaro. Here, you will see the In- 
dians fishing with their butterfly 
nets or spear-hunting for ducks. 

To reach these sleeping villages, 
you take the paved road that 
branches south from Quiroga. Re- 
turning to Mexico 15, you head 
east through a country of rolling 
hills and broad, fertile valleys. 

The capital of the incomparably 
beautiful state is Morelia, founded 
in 1541. It has the distinction of 
being one of the oldest cultural cen- 
ters on the continent. At the east 
entrance to the city is a fine old 
aqueduct with massive arches, sev- 
eral of which stand 27 feet high 
and 18°feet wide. Built in 1785, it 
still brings water to the city of 
65,000 from the hills 5 miles away. 

On the last 200-mile leg of your 
trip to Mexico City, you will ‘‘drive 
through the sky’ as you cross the 
central Sierra highland of Micho- 
acan. Leaving Morelia, altitude 
6,234 feet, the road climbs steadily 
until it reaches 10,000 feet. 


Mexico City 

Entering the state of Mexico, 
you descend gradually for more 
than 100 miles. Mexico City, al- 
though 7,200 feet above sea level, 
sits in a wide basin, and the high- 
way drops several thousand feet in 
approaching the city. 

To the traveler who has made 
the long trip down the coast and 
inland from Mazatlan, Mexico 
City with its broad boulevards, 
bustling traffic, and modern office 
buildings comes as a startling sur- 
prise. The gigantic Aztec temples, 
quaint pueblos, and nearby, lofty 
snow-capped peaks, in addition to 
the many wonders to be found 
within the city, deserve all the 
time you can spend in the area. 

This description of the new route 
to Mexico City is only a thumbnail 
sketch of sight-seeing and vacation 
possibilities. A 14-day tour of the 
entire route could only touch the 
surface highlights. 

From Mexico City, two routes 
home are possible, depending on 
your destination in the United 
States. Either the central highway 
through E] Paso, Texas, or the Pan- 
American Highway to Laredo 
makes a good return route. Or, if 
you get no farther than Guadala- 


80, joining the central highway 325 
miles northwest of Mexico City. 
From Mazatlan, you can retrace 
your original route to Nogales. A 
cutoff to Durango, also on the cen- 
tral highway, is under construction 
but at present is still a hazardous 
drive. When completed, it will offer 
a timesaving circle tour of western 
Mexico. 

Whether yours is a grand tour, a 
fishing trip, or just a time for lei- 
surely relaxation in some forgotten 
village on the Pacific Highway, 
you will be a pioneer exploring a 
new frontier. You will have lasting 
impressions of that land of sun- 
shine, romance, and easy living.

Your pet and mine

You once wrote that the counter- 
part of distemper in cats is called 
“feline enteritis.” What are the 
symptoms? Is there a_ preventive 
serum for this disease?—Mrs. L. 
L. B., Rhode Island. 

Symptoms are yellow frothy 
vomit, lack of appetite, weakness, 
a desire for water but inability to 
drink. Yes, several types of preven- 
tive serums are available, each of 
them affording a fairly high rate of 
immunity. Consult a veterinarian 
on these and their application. 


We bought a police dog. Now a 
friend tells us there is no such 
breed. Can you advise us on this?— 
Mrs. R. W. W., New Hampshire. 

Your friend is correct. The term 
“‘police dog’? has no meaning as 
applied to a breed. Any dog trained 
for police work may carry the title, 
such as a German shepherd, boxer, 
Doberman pinscher, Belgian sheep 
dog, mastiff, and so on. 


We are going on a vacation and 
would like to take our parakeet 
along. Our veterinarian advises us 
that some states bar entry of these 
birds. Can you advise us if this is 
true, or what states have such laws? 
—Mrs. D. H. K., Pennsylvania. 

States that won’t allow these 
birds to cross their line are New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Michigan, 
Oregon, Washington, Wyoming, 
and Nebraska. All other states wel- 
come your pet. 


My little canary had a cold. 
Then, one day he gasped for breath 
and died very suddenly. a 
could have happened?— Mrs. G. S. 
S., Georgia. 

It sounds like pneumonia. An 
untreated cold can quickly lead to 
this, the symptoms of which are 
the same as a cold, except that the 
lungs fill up and the bird can’t 
breathe. 


My collie, 12 years old, seems in 
fine health, but he rubs the sides of 
his mouth on the floor and paws at 
his jaws. What could cause this?— 
Mrs. M. V. D., Indiana. 

Pawing at the mouth and rub- 
bing jaws are a sure sign of tooth 
trouble. If you can’t see any trou- 
ble in the dog’s mouth, have a vet- 
erinarian take an X-ray picture. 
Abscesses and the like are not 
easily seen. 


My parakeet has never talked, 
though I’ve tried hard to bring it out. 
Is there anything I can do? It’s a 
female.—Miss F. B., Towa. 

Few females talk. Even when 
they do, the effort is limited to a 
few chewed words that yield little 
satisfaction. If you insist on a chat- 
terbox, I’m afraid you'll have to 
get a mate for your bird.

explain. When Bogie saw him 
again, the actor said, “‘Look, Doc, 
I’m in the next race. How about 
blowing me up a real good wind? 
And this time just give it to me, see. 
Nobody else.” 

Not all of Krick’s clients are so 
loyal. But, after 20 years in as haz- 
ardous a business as you'll find, 
Krick can point out that his dol- 
lars-and-cents successes far out- 
number the errors. Krick has suc- 
cessfully mapped storm-free air 
trips for concert singers and lec- 
turers, warned utility companies 
when to expect spring runoffs, and 
advised baseball-club managers 
when to buy rain insurance. 

Krick’s current clientele includes 
major oil and pipeline companies, 
steamship lines, manufacturers of 
bathing suits, mountaineers, golf 
clubs, county fairs, and even Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, whose outdoor 
birthday dinner at Hershey, Penn- 
sylvania, was weather-guided by 
the 85-man Krick organization. 
All this—and rainmaking too— 
adds up to a million-dollar-a-year 
business. 

Krick, a former California In- 
stitute of Technology professor and 
a pioneer in industrial meteorology, 
knows the limitations of his craft. 

“We deal every day with a cush- 
ion of atmospheric gases 10 miles 
deep and weighing 400 million 
billion tons,” he says. ““The num- 
ber of fingers we’ve got in this wind 
throughout the world add up to 
only a few thousand. Naturally, 
something happens, and we make 
mistakes, but’’—and his voice rings 
with conviction—‘on unusual 
weather, we’re right 9 times out of 
10.” Unusual weather last year 
accounted for 3,000 deaths and 2 
billion dollars in ruined property. 


Weather repeats itself 


Krick’s Denver headquarters, 
into which 500 weather stations 
(including one in Siberia) teletype 
the day-to-day mood of the atmos- 
phere, is a neat two-story brick 
memory box. Its vital organs are a 
$2,000,000 file of daily weather 
charts covering the last 50 years, 
and a book, known as the Krick 
bible, wherein are the seven basic 
types of weather that have tended 
to repeat themselves. 

The businessman who wishes to 
‘order’ weather makes an ap- 
pointment with Krick and Newton 
Stone, director of operations. Stone 
in turn calls in Norman Mac- 
Donald, head of short-range sec- 
tions, and Ed Hichens, chief of the 
long rangers. To these weather 
storekeepers, the customer ad- 
dresses his request. 

‘‘What I want,” he may say, “‘is 
a week of temperature under 107 
degrees in the Imperial Valley. It 
must be in September when I start 
planting. Can you deliver it?”? This 
knowledge, he adds, is vital, for if 
intense heat strikes too soon after 
planting, the carrots will wither. 

Hichens promptly goes into ac- 
tion. In his file, he finds tempera- 
ture records of the valley and

associated with abnormal heat. 
Then he compares this with ap 
proaching conditions. Bill Creming 
Krick’s agricultural expert, relate 
the information to the grower’s se. 
up. In perhaps a week, a doc 
mented, well-illustrated report say 
in effect, ““You have a ‘ince ell 
ten probability of getting the 
weather you want during the firg 
week of September. Thereafter 
watch out, because the odds againg 
you are ten-to-one.” Such a pre. 
diction is then followed up for 
week-to-week changes. 

It was at Cal Tech that Krick 
first became interested in weather, 
He had been wondering how t 
make a career of preatom physics 
when his brother-in-law, a physi. 
cist, suggested the study of the at 
mosphere in connection with com. 
mercial aviation. At Cal Tech, he 
came under the influence of Beno 
Gutenberg, weather forecaster for 
the Germans in World War I and 
one of the world’s great earthquake 
specialists. He persuaded yo 
Krick to go to Europe and leam 
more about weather. 

Krick did, under a Rockefeller 
Foundation fellowship arranged by 
the late Dr. Robert Millikan, then 
head of Cal Tech. He came back 
more excited than ever. He had 
discovered that while American 
weather science was still hobbling 
along, the Norwegians under ti: 
leadership of Vilhelm and Jakob 
Bjerknes were making accurate and 
detailed forecasts on a new system 
called air-mass analysis. 

























Massive conflicts 


In this view, weather is the re. 
sult of a perpetual seesaw battle 
between warm masses of air com- 
ing up from the tropics and cold 
masses drifting down from the 
North Pole. Along the fronts of 
these masses, there is active com 
flict, with many storms. 

The weather you experience de- 
pends frequently on which flood d 
air wins the overhead battle. The 
trick in forecasting is to plot the 
movements of those waves ona 
map, and to determine where they 
will go and what they will do from 
what they’ve done before. Kric 
also learned from Germans that 
weather is steered by worldwide 
storms in the upper air and that I 
miles aloft lie clues to weather. 

At Cal Tech, and at Western Ait 
Express (now Western Air Lines) 
where he worked nights, Krick put 
the theory to work. One day, ht 
announced there was a storm brew: 
ing off the New Jersey coast, 3,0 
miles away. Nobody paid atter 
tion. But there was such a storm; 
the navy dirigible Akron was de 
stroyed, and 73 men needlessly lost 
their lives. After that, meteordlé 
gists began to pay closer attentia 
to Krick. ;

tor Millikan headed the investi- 
gating committee and chose Krick 
as his adviser. As a result of the 
furor, the bureau changed its 
method of forecasting, and old- 
timers were given a course in air- 
mass analysis—the method used 
today for most short-range fore- 
casting by meteorologists. 

In 1936, Krick again tilted iso- 
bars with the U. S. Weather Bu- 
reau when he predicted an unsea- 
sonable cold spell for southern 
California the following January. 
The official weather dogs didn’t 
agree. But that winter, California 
suffered its worst frost in 20 years. 

By 1940, Krick had weather- 
guided the shooting of some 6,000 
motion pictures, representing an 
investment of $18,000,000. His 
customer list had expanded to in- 
clude citrus growers, football 
coaches, and even politicians who 
wanted to know whether it would 
rain on election day. Despite the 
Weather Bureau sniping at his 
bootlegging their data for money, 
Krick’s stock with Cal Tech was so 
high he had been made head of the 
institute’s Department of Meteor- 
ology and was generally credited 
with having placed industrial me- 
teorology on a sound footing. 


Air Force project 

The Air Force wanted to know 
whether long-range forecasting was 
really possible, and they soon be- 
gan what became a $2,000,000 
project in which Krick and his as- 
sociates charted the weather for the 
last 50 years, even poking into the 
logs of whaling ships for informa- 
tion unavailable in government 
records. Krick emerged from this 
project with the history of world 
weather neatly cataloged on col- 
ored charts and a firm belief in the 
idea that among them were virtu- 
ally all the sequences of weather 
that would duplicate themselves 
in the future—the theory that now 
underlies his forecasting business. 

During World War II, Krick 
was called to the Pentagon by the 
late General H. H. (Hap) Arnold 
and was assigned ultimately to 
serve on the Air Force’s famed 
weather team under General Carl 
A. Spaatz. Using the new method, 
he predicted the days when Ger- 
man target cities would be cloud- 
free, thus greatly increasing the 
number of American long-range 
bombing missions. He and his as- 
sociates were also responsible for 
selecting the day General Eisen- 
hower launched the Normandy in- 
vasion, the Battle of the Bulge, and 
the crossing of the Rhine. 

Krick left Europe a lieutenant 
colonel, with half a dozen decora- 
tions, a British fiancee, Marie 
Speer, whom he married in Las 
Vegas, and a desire to utilize for 
peacetime benefit the methods of 
long-range forecasting he had 
found so effective in the war. 

But at Cal Tech, the situation 
had changed. The new president 
didn’t agree to a university-spon- 
sored commercial enterprise, so in 
1948, Krick resigned. On a bor- 
rowed $5,000, he took with him the 
entire five-man staff of the Depart- 
ment of Meteorology, which be- 
came the nucleus of his private 
weather enterprise in Pasadena.

Rainmaking launched 

Drs. Irving Langmuir and Vin- 
cent Schaefer of General Electric, 
working for the Department of 
Defense, had shown that one could 
tickle rain out of a willing cloud by 
seeding it with dry ice or silver 
iodide, and had thus started what 
was almost a new fad. Everyone 
who could handle a plane began to 
milk clouds. Some aviators didn’t 
bother to take along dry ice. They 
threw table salt, sand, clay, shaved 
cocktail ice, and even talc at the 
clouds. One flier used a flit gun. 

State legislators grew alarmed 
and passed laws to curb free-lance 
rainmaking. Lawyers discovered 
that every landholder owns the sky 
over his land, but discussion arose 
as to whether Congress could ap- 
propriate the clouds at high alti- 
tudes or whether they rightfully 
belong to the states. An antirain- 
making organization was formed 
in Washington, and there was talk 
of a federal dictator of the weather. 
A five-man federal committee was 
finally set up, and things quieted 
down temporarily. 

Meanwhile, Krick was complet- 
ing his own experiments in Ari- 
zona. After two years, he an- 
nounced that he had tricked the 
rain into increasing the level of 
Roosevelt Reservoir at a saving to 
farmers of $200,000. He also dis- 
covered that ground generators— 
small, high-temperature furnaces 
that burn coke impregnated with 
silver iodide—were more econom- 
ical and effective than sending 
planes into thunderstorms. In 
1950, fully convinced of the com- 
mercial feasibility of modern 
weather modification, he moved to 
Denver, the geographical center of 
the great dry belt. 

Some fascinating results have 
emerged. In the Horse Heaven 
Hills of Washington, Krick reports, 
wheat growers have multiplied 
their crop yield several times since 
cloud-seeding began, and recently 
renewed their contract for the 
fourth straight year. In Madrid, 
Spain, and in Dallas, Texas, water 
engineers say Krick is responsible 
for boosting the level of the local 
reservoirs. 

On the debit side, however, is 
the withdrawal of disappointed 
farmers from many of the early 
projects, many reneging contracts 
which caused Krick losses estimated 
in the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. ‘‘Rainmaking boomed too 
fast,” explains Krick, ‘‘and farmers 
expected too much. Some of them 
actually thought we could grind 
rain clouds out of our machines. 
We can’t; we can only increase the 
rain under favorable conditions.” 


Army of helpers
